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Invitation to a Good Tidings 



Praise be to Allah, the Lord of worlds; 
peace and blessings of Allah be upon His 
messenger Muhammad, the trustworthy 
guide, and upon his family, his companions 
and those who follow his guidance till the 
Day of Judgment. The Holy Qur'an starts 
with Surah Al-Fatiha, the greatest surah , and 
is followed by Surah Al- Baqarah, which 
classifies people into three general catego- 
ries, as follows: 

1- The first category are the believers, as 
mentioned in four verses in the said Surah 

(Al-Baqara). 

2- The second one is the disbelievers, as 
mentioned in two verses thereof. 

3 - The third one is the hypocrites, their 
features are mentioned in thirteen verses 
thereof. Commenting on these said 
verses, Al-Sheikh Sayed Kutub pointed 
out in his book "In The Shade of Qur'an" 
that by mentioning these three categories, 
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
